Loxrpory, June 2%.—The Daily News in a 
leader on the assassination of President Car- 
not says: The terrible news of the assassina- 
tion of the President of the French Republic 
will be received with a shock. of hofrorali 
over the civilised world. No such biow has 
been struck by political hatred and fanata- 
cigsm since the bullet of insane Guiteau mor- 


tally wounded President Garfield or the pis- 
tol of Wilkes Booth killed President Lincoln. 
M. Carnot, like the Presidents of the sister 
Republic, man whom not only 
his countrymen, but other nations, 
regarded with the utmost confidence 
and respect. His removal at this time must 
be not only a great calamity for France but a 
misfortune to Euro His period of office 
would have concluded with the present year 
and there seemed to be every ospect of his 
re-election. His presidency will be regarded 
as the most brilliant and successful of the 
series. His death following the brutal at- 
tack upon him isa very serious calamity for 
France and Europe. 

This fatal event is likely to create not only 
just and righteous indignation at murder 
most foul and most horribie, but also an im- 
patience of the very existence of the An- 
archist group. One result must follow: 
wherever these people are harbored tlere 
must be greater watehfulness over the pub- 
lic men. This assassin stepped out ofan 
anarchistic crowd and was allowed to get on 
the steps of the carriage possibiy in a mo- 
mentarily lapse of watchfulness of those 
who bad it in charge.

Horror. 


New York, June 25,—How many persons 
were drowned by the capsizing of the tug 
James D Nicol of Sandy Hook, yester- 
day, is not yet known. The excursionists 
were from over the East Side, from 
College Point, from Brooklyn and ever from 
Hoboken, and it is probable that some ,of 
those drowned will never be reported or 
heard from again. 

The disaster is rendered more harrowing 
by the fact that most of the men were mar- 
ried and leave large families. The highest 
estimates ia last night's dis- 
patches were probably within the 
mark, for to-day itis thought that not less 
than thirty-six perished. So far, however, 
only seven oodies have been recovered, 
Those identified are:

Capt. John Hyde, commander of the in- 
fated tug, was seen to-day at the office of the 
owner of the tug. He is a young man, 25 years 
ofage, and says that he has had a master’s 
license for the past four years. For the first 
time Capt. Hyde told the story of the disas- 
ter: 

**I could count fifty-eight passengers on 
the tug when she left the second stopping- 
place at Pier 8, East River. There were five 
men in the crew, making sixty-tnree all 
told. 

We haa been lying off Seabright at anchor 
when the wind began to freshen. We soon 
raised anchor, intending to leave. We were 
about three-querters of a mile from the 
sbore. The set, when we started, 
was not very heavy and hardly 
any spray came on board, The 


passengers, thinking that they might get 
wet, all crowed to the port side. I asked 
them to divide up and part take the star- 
board side, but no heed was paid to my re- 
quest.

PRESIDENT CARNOT'S MURDER. 


In the absence of definite information as 
to the motive of the ‘assassin of President 
Carnot of France the object and meaning 
of yesterday’s crue! murder in Lyons are 
matters of conjecture. 

It was natural that at first guess the 
deed should be imputed to the Anarchists, 
who have been exceptionally active of late 
in France. But there is good reason to 
doubt the correctness of this con- 
clusion. The assassin is an Italian, 
ahd bad blood. sufficient to cause ugly 
riots has long existed between the French 
and Italians, especially on the border and 
in the Mediterranean cities, where the 
races mingle. These facts make it strongly 
probable that the Italian who committed 
the murder was prompted by an insane 
idea of righting thé wrongs of Italy or of 
wreaking patriotic vengeance by destroy- 
ing the President of France. 

It is fortunate for France that the assas- 
sin isa foreigner. It removes the greatest 
danger of internal diesensions and ani- 
mosities which might threaten the 
stability of the Republic. But on 
the other hand, in the strained 
feeling existing between France and 
Italy there is a menace to the peace of 
Burope and the welfare of the French Re- 
public in the act. The revengeful fury of 
the Lyons people towards the Jtalian resi- 
dents indicates the danger from the excit- 
ability of the French people and the 
existence of revolutionary forces among 
them which are always ready to take ad- 
| vantage of public passion. 

From every standpoint the assassine- 
tion of the President is a heavy mis- 
fortune to France. Carnot had proved 
himeelf a strong, safe man, singu- 
larly lacking in selfish ambition, 
patriotic in motive and endowed with 
qualities most desirable in the head of 
the French Republic. The value of his 
conservative leadership has been demon- 
strated. His murder under the oiroum- 
stances of the crisis of an election is most 
adverse to the Republic and advantageous 
to its enemies. 

But there is reason to hope that the con- 
sequence of this awful crime will end with 
the punishment of the criminal. The 
Republic is more firmly established than 
it ever was, and has more friends of power 
and influence. The lesson of restraint has 
been deeply impressed on the French peo- 
ple, and the most of them are wedded to 
Republicanism. It is hardly likely that 
France will suffer more from this atrocity 
than the loss of a great and good Presi- 
dent.

For years and years, whenever it has 
been said that we should be commercially 
liberal with Great Britain, the answer has 
been made by the friends ot American 
industry’? that though the British 
Islands were our best customers they 
could not help themselves and that they 
would always take our grain because to 
do otherwise would be to starve.

Criminal Affair. 


Paris, Jane %.—The Assizes Court at Aix- 
los- Bains bas just had before it one of the 
most extraordinafy cases which can be 
found in the annals of crime. The accused 
wasa boy 16 years ot age named Francois 
Bertholder, who was charged with the mur- 
Ger of an old mao named Blanchard. Berth- 
older did not deny the crime, but made the 
curious defense that he bad killed his vie- 
tim, not only with thejlatter’s consent, but in 
response to his pressing requests. The fol- 
iowing extract from his examination by the 
President of the, court gtvyes his version of 
the crime: 

Prisoner; ‘*On the day of the arrival of the 
Russians, Bianchard and I went to Toulon.
